Though the final volume, which Defoe called a “New Part,” was num- 

| bered Volume I, it is more conveniently called Volume [IX]. Possibly the 
Review continued to circulate in Scotland and the provinces, but no such 

_ modification as that in the “imperfects” of Volumes VII and VIII has 
4 been observed in the few extant copies. Unfortunately, no copy of No. 81 


has come to light; it is the only integral part of the Review not reprinted 
in this edition.

This is the Continuation of Defoe’s Review—or Vol. g—as one chooses, Down 
to the end of 1919 I supposed the B. M. copy, lacking some 15 numbers, the 
only one extant. Then I secured this from Maggs, along with Vols. 4-8 of the 
Review, This seems to lack only Nos. 80 & 81, one of which is in the B, M. 

 copy—so we have the Review complete minus one issue. W. P. T. Sept. 7, 1924. 


Nos 80 & 81 missing 

There is only one other copy known of this continuation of Defoe’s Review, 
‘sometimes numbered Vol. 9. That is in the British Museum, and lacks 16 numbers; 
this only 2. Between the B. M. set and mine we now lack only No. 81 of this 
volume to have a complete set of this famous periodical. W. P. T.

Colophon: “Printed for John Baker, at the Black-Boy in Pater Noster 
Row. 1712. Price Three-half-Pence.” Minor variations are cited in the 
notes below. 

Issued, with interruptions, biweekly (Tuesday and Saturday) and 
(from No. 43, Thurs., Jan. 8) triweekly in single 4to leaves printed on 
both sides. The British Museum catalogue describes BM-c as a folio. 
But Tr-m has horizontal chain lines and watermarks, wherever observed, 
in the outer margin. Pages in Tr-m measure 9% X 7% inches. Unless the 
sheets were in some way unusual, they must have measured a little over 
1814 X 14% inches. Defoe says he considered using a large 8vo “to bind 
better” in volumes. The half-penny stamp required on all periodicals after 
August 1, 1712, is toward the top of the inner margin recto. In keeping 
this book uniform in size with the rest of the edition, it has not been pos- 
sible to include all the stamps, but good reproductions of them may be seen 
on the first page of Nos. 37 and 47. 

Defoe compensated for the reduction in number of pages by using 
smaller type and larger pages with less margin. The paper is better, and 
the printing, “better perform’d.” The half-penny tax was added to the 
price, but the change from three to two numbers made the weekly cost to 


subscribers no more than before. See Volume VIII, No. 211, and Volume 
[IX], No. 1. 


NOTES ON TEXT 


No. 1, Sat., Aug. 2, 1712. Some have supposed an interval occurred be- 
tween this and the last number of the preceding volume. See Paul Dottin, 
De Foe et ses romans, I, 203, and III, 819. But No. 1 followed directly 
after the preliminary of Volume VIII. 

The caption has shrunk to the single word “review,” smaller and 
spread out at the top of the first page; and the colophon, shorter than 
that in Volume VIII, is crowded at the bottom of the second page. 

No. 1 has larger type pages than later numbers; it is the only part of 
the Review not reprinted in its original size. Page 1 has been reduced 
from 8% 6 X 6 %¢@ inches to 7% X 534 inches; and p. 2, from 8% X 6%6 
inches to 7%4 X 5% inches. 

No. 4 crowds the colophon into a line, puts hyphens in Pater-Noster- 
Row, and abbreviates the price mark. The “Advertisement” mentioned 
as having appeared “in the Review July 31” is on the verso of the title 
page of Volume VIII. 


No. 6 returns the colophon to two lines and further alters the price

No. 8 increases the size of type on the verso. 

No. 12. The colophon (reduced to one line as in No. 4) is trimmed in 
Tr-m*; a longer text page crowds the caption on the recto and the colo- 
phon on the verso. 

No. 14 returns the colophon again to two lines. 

No. 16. The second digit in “16” of the number is above the first. The 
recto, p. [31], is mispaged 32, the correct page number of the verso. 

; No. 17, p. 33, has a few words trimmed near the foot of col. 2, but 
_ they are legible. The catchword is gone. 

No. 18. The initial letter in “Tuesday” in the date is very dim in 
_ Tr-m*, 

No. 31 has a slight misprint in the colophon: “Print ed...” 

No. 33, Tues., Nov. 25, p. 66, explains that, Defoe being away from 
London and his MS miscarrying, there was no issue for the preceding 
_ Saturday. 

No. 34, p. 67, is dim but legible in Tr-m*. 

No. 35, Sat., Dec. 6. There was no issue for Tues., Dec. 2. 

Now 37, Thies. Dec. 16. There was no issue for Sat., Dec. 13. 

No. 39, Sat., Dec. 27. There was no issue for Tues., Dec. 23. 

No. 40 has the first Miscellanea of the volume. 

No. 41 apologizes for frequent interruptions in publication (on Nov. 22 
_ and Dec. 2, 13, and 23), caused by Defoe’s absence and illness. But now 
he is recovering and hopes soon to publish triweekly as in earlier volumes. 
See note on No. 43. 

No. 42. Page [84] is mispaged 82. 

No. 43, Jan. 8, changes 1712 to 1713 in date and colophon. This is the 
first Thursday number of the volume; thereafter, the Review was again 
a triweekly. 

3 _ No. 44. Pages [87-88] are mispaged 89-90. 

No. 45 is correctly paged (89-90). See preceding note. Half a dozen 
Beords at the foot of p. 89, col. 1, are partly trimmed in Tr-m*. All can be 
made out except the first, whch judging by the context and visible tops 
of letters, must be “Resolutions.” The line should read: “Resolutions 
which as the Vote was always, so they . . .” Page 90 is undamaged. 
No. 49. Thursday 1 is misdated Serarday: 

No. 54. Tuesday is misdated Saturday. 

No. 55 has wrinkles which affect slightly the legibility of p. II0. 

4 Bro. 56, Tues., Feb. 10. ‘There was no issue for Sat., Feb. 7.

No. 57. A portion of p. 114 is very heavily inked. 

No. 60 has the colophon partly trimmed. 

Nos. 65-66 have colophons partly trimmed. 

No. 69, p. 137, has the lowest line in both columns nearly cut away in 
Tr-m*. The last line of col. 1 reads, “jects to pay them.” The last line of 
col. 2 is illegible, with only the tops of high letters showing. The first two 
words may be: “sent. If.” BM-c, also cut off, is otherwise defective. 

No. 74. Tuesday is misdated Monday. 

No. 77 has the colophon trimmed away in Tr-m*. 

No. 80. BM-c*, p. 160, has an illegible note in the margin. 

Nos. 80-81. Both are now missing in Tr-m, though jagged edges indi- 
cate that they were once there and that, for an unknown reason, they have 
been torn out. No. 80 is in BM-c, but no copy of No. 81 has been found. 
See correspondence in the London Times Literary Supplement, Feb. 15 
(p. 108), 1934, June 11 (p. 408) and 18 (p. 424) and July 30 (p. 508), 
1938. Of what should be No. 81, Tr-m has a small triangular fragment inthe 
inner margin, about half way between top and bottom. The recto reveals q 
the following letters and fragments of words, the beginning of 6 successive t 
lines: “th” or “ti,” “I,” “begi,” “say,” “to,? and a vertical stroke not 
identifiable—hardly enough from which to reconstruct the essay. A better 
clue is the first sentence of No. 82, which says, “I Laid down in my last — 
but this one short Proposition.” Unforsumately: this proposition was laid — 
down at the end of No. 80, and one suspects that Defoe meant to say, “T | 
laid down in my last but one, this short proposition.” It is possible, how- 
ever, that No. 81 does lay down that proposition again. No. 79 has errata 
for No. 78, but no later number has errata for No. 81 or discoverable refer- _ 
ence to it, other than the dubious one in No. 82. Apparently we shall never _ 
know more of it than that, like the paper before and the one after, it dealt 
with the treaty of peace about to be signed at Utrecht. See Introduction; | .

The lower Hehe hed corner 
of p. 203, col. 2, is for the most part illegible in the reproduction of Tr-m*,

_ has encouragement from the government. So having asked “every Man 

_ Pardon,” Defoe bluntly closes No. 106 [107] with: “Exit REVIEW.” 

Of this “unexpected Paper without an Author... the Mercator,” 

_ Defoe later was the principal writer, and probably he contributed to it 

from the start, two weeks before the last Review. For the error in num- 

bering, see the note on No. 92. .
